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East African Diplomacy 


Kenya and Uganda have taken tne first 
steps toward patching up their frayed rela- 
tionship—and that is good for East Africa. 
The two neighbor states, which have been 
driven apart by the vague claims of Uganda's 
Idi Amin to Kenyan territory and frictions 
aver the Entebbe incident, have agreed not 
to attack one another, verbally. by arms or 
by trade and communications restrictions. 
And they have compiled a list of the griev- 
ances each holds against the other, and 
intend to seek to ameliorate them. Appa- 
rently, a council of other African states will 
doin them in the healing process. 

This constitutes a very rational course, 
and one which couid be useful for other 
African nations at odds with their neighbors. 
Whether there wil be in fact a peace be- 
tween Kenya and Uganda, or only a truce, 
depends, however, on several factors. One 
of these 1s the degree of substance behind 
the disagreements between them—Uganda 
is largely dependent on Kenya as a high- 
way to the sea, and this creates proolems; 
both are products of a complex colonial 
development which Jeaves its own obscuri- 
ties. 

The other chief source of uncertainty is 
President Amin. His own position in an 
economically strained Uganda is by no 
means sure; he won power and kept it by 
many killings that have left bitterness 
among his own people. And President Amin 
can fluctuate wildly in his own diplomacy— 
as Israel, Kenya and Britain know all too 
well. 

It does not provide a good context for 
the new agreement when President Amin 
asserts, on his country’s radio. that only 
Henry Kissinger stands between Washington 


and Kampala—that should he leave the 
State Department then normal relations 
between the United States and Uganda 
could be restored, for much as Mr. Kissinger 
may be the target of political and publicist 
attacks in the United States, he is far more 
popular there than President Amin, and 
should President Ford force Kissinger out 
—whiech is very unlikely—or Jimmy Carter 
or Ronald Reagan succeed Mr. Ford in the 
White House, it would do President Amin 
no good whatever. 

The introduction of such irrelevancies 
into diplomacy is, in fact, one of the chief 
reasons why President Amin 15 regarded 
dubiously in the international community, 
and why he woud be regarded as simply 
an engaging figure of fun—if it were not 
for the trail of bodies his regime has lett 
behind it. There are reports. for example, 
of ἃ very recent disturbance on the campus 
of Makerere University in which President 
Amin‘s troops are sald to have shot down 
over 100 students, with up to 700 more re- 
ported missing. If true—and the account 
must be taken with several grains of salt 
—this would be considerably worse that the 
original Soweto tragedy in South Africa. 

So the efforts to put the Bast African 
union together again will proceed under the 
pressure of a grave necessity for all the 
states involved, but with the shadow of 
President Amin’s influence over all Dicta- 
tors of various styles are common in Africa 
today—some reasonably benevolent, some 
ideologically, some practically inclined. But 
President Amin remains a classic example 
of what dictatorship can crystallize into, 
and what it can mean for everyone to whom 
it dictates. 


The Issue: Apartheid 


When Secretary of State Kissinger told 
the Urban League last week that “the risks 
of confrontation” were rising in southern 
Africa and that “time ts running out” for 
halting the escalation of violence in that 


area, he may not have anticipated how 
quickly events would underscore his assess- 
ment. He was referring primarily to com- 
bustible situations in Rhodesia and Namibia 
(South-West Africa), but portentous explo- 
sions came in South Africa. - 

Kissinger was justified in calling Rhodesia 
“the most immediately dangerous” problem, 
while emphasizing that a deadline was also 
looming for a solution in Namibia, the 
country South Africa controls under an 
invalid League of Natlons mandate, But 
the outbursts in South Africa’s black town- 
ships—the second series in three months— 
indicate, mnmistakably that the time is also 
at hand for a basic decision by the white 
rulers in Pretoria. 


Fortunately, the student-led black protests 
this week have not provoked the sevage 
police retaliation that brought death to 176 
and injuries to 1,100 in June. But the cli- 
mate of protest, boycott, and strike now 
seems endemic in some of the segregated 
townships ontside the major South African 
cities, and the most significant development 
is that traditional black leaders appear to 
have lost the capacity for controlling their 
population, 

The white government will delude itself 


and: invite more bloodshed if it assigns the 
blame exclusively to outside agitators and 
insists that only a tiny fraction of South 
Africa’s 18 million blacks 15 involved. Revo- 
lutions are usually ignited by militant mi- 


norities, but they escalate when the insti- . 


gators are able to exploit widely-held 
resentments and blatant injustices. 

A “peace rally.” called by traditional 
black leaders with government approval in 
Johannesburg's Soweto township a week 
ago, quickly became a vehicle for strident 
demands on the white rulers for drastic 
reforms, including the scrapping of the 
doctrine of apartheid, which forces urban 
blacks to become citizens of distant tribal 
homelands that many ef them have never 
seen, : 

If the Pretoria government will turn res- 


_Olutely away from that despised and un- 


workable policy, it ean legitimately ask 
other governments for tolerance and time 
to work toward peaceful resolution of an 
extremely difficult racial problem. But if 
it persists with apartheid, it can expect only 
greater isolation in the international com- 


-munity and accelerating violence at home. 


Many white South African leaders com- 
prehend that these are really their only 
choices; but if the two men meet again 
soon, it might help if Kissinger would put 
these narrowing options to. Prime Minister 
Vorster even more forcefully than he has 
previously. 
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India’s Broken Pledges 


When Prime Minister Indira Gandhi ‘last 
year invoked the emergency that curbed 
India’s democracy, she hinted that her 
drastic measures were temporary: “I am 
sure that internal conditions will speedily 
improve to enable us to dispense with the 
proclamation.” Later, she reiterated that 
democracy was “the only system which can 
keep the country together, the days of de- 
mocracy in India have not ended.” 

Given those assurances, many in India 
and elsewhere were willing to give Jawa- 
harlal Nehru’s daughter the benefit of their 
doubts, Since then the world has unhappily 
witnessed the systematic destruction of 
India's freedom and much of its democratic 
structure.

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Gregor Piatigorsky, 73, Cellist 


NEW YORE, Aug. 8 (N¥T).— 
Gregor Fiatigorsky, 78, one of the 
World's great cellists, has died at 
his home in Los Angeles, 

He had been ill for a year and 
2 half but he still made an occa- 
sional concert appearance. He 
recently completed a series of 
master classes in Switzerland. He 
died Friday. 

Compared with the many great 
Pianists and violinists who have 
captured the public's imagination 
in the 20th century, the number 
of superstar cellists has been 
small. Only three names really 
qualify for inclusion in this cir- 
cumscribed Pantheon — Pablo 
Casals, Mstislav Rostropovich and 
Mr, Piatigorsky. 

All three might loosely be 
characterized as larger-than-iife 
romantics, but Mr. Piatigorsky. 
both physically and in his ap- 
proach to music making, stood 
tallest in this respect, 2 master 
of the 19th-century romantic 
tradition, Against his 6-foot 3- 
inch frame. the cello almost 
seemed to be a toy. But when he 
played the instrument, the sonor- 
ities he drew from it were im- 
mense, tonally luscious and sen- 
suous, always at the service of 2 


Tichly expressive, individualistic - 


musical mind, 
Synonymous With Cello 

For most concertgoers, Mr. Piati- 
gorsky was to the cello what 
Jascha Heifetz was to the violin 
and Vladimir Horowitz to the 
piano—a transcendent virtuoso 
whose name became synonymous 
with his instrument, Like his two 
colieagues, Mr. Piatigorsky was 
Russian-born ‘in Ykaterinoslav 
on April 17, 1903), He later made 
his home in the United States, 
becoming a citizen in 1942, 

Mr. Piatigorsky was a prodigy 
and, in his autobiography, “Cel- 
list,” which was published in 1965 
and covered the first 35 years of 
his Ife, he recounted an array 
of youthful adventures, 

Before he was 14 years old he 
survived a pogrom, practiced the 
cello in the early morning hours 
“with 3a soundiess system I 
devised—my fingers on the 
fingerboard and the bow in the 
air” and was seduced by a young 
woman named Vera, who was 
employed in a euphemistically 
entitied “nightclub.” 

Still in his early teens, he 
played in a silent movie house, 
appeared with Feodor Chaliapin 
and finally became principal cel- 
list of the Bolshoi Orchestra, 
where he received a child's war- 
time food-ration card and was 
called “the chocolate baby.”

Traditionalist Bishop’s Rift 
With Vatican Splits Catholies 


PARIS, Aug, 8 (CReuters).—A 
traditionalist French bishop has 
created a furor among Roman 
Catholics in France and elsewhere 
by open rebellion against the 
Vatican. . 

The Most Rev. Marcel Lefebvre, 
70, whom Pope Paul VI on July

The debut was a 
triumphant success and the Piati- 
gorsky international career was 
well on its way. 

For the next 20 years, Mr. Piati- 
gorsky lived the hectic life of a 
touring virtuoso, taking his 
$30,000 Stradivarius cello into 
cities and towns across the United 
States and Europe. appearing 
with nearly every major con- 
ductor and symphony orchestra in 
the world. 

At the age of 46, in 1949, he 
decided to slow the pace. and his 
solo appearances became more 
Infrequent as he spent much of 
his time in his Los Angeles home 
and teaching master classes at 
the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

The cellist is survived by his 
wife, the former Jacqueline de 
Rothschild, daughter of Baron 
Edouard de Rothschila of Paris, 
and by α daughter, Jephta, who 
is Mrs. Daniel Drachman of 
Baltimore, and a son, Dr. Joram

Paradoxical Figure at Congress 


Saintly Mother Teresa of Calcutta

ELPHIA ‘WP».—Moth- 
er Teresa of Calcutta is 
perhaps the closest thing to a 
Nving saint the Catholic Church 
has today. She works with the 
“poorest of the poor”—her min- 
istry since 1946—tn the streets of 
Calcutta. 

To Mother Teresa, who has 
von world acclaim for her devo. 
tion to the drecs of society and 
who has sat with popes and ber- 
sara alike, the poor are “the 
huuery Christ. the naked Christ. 
our brothers and sisters.~ 

“To help us go to heaven. 
Christ made one condition . . 
When we come before him. we 
will be judged on what we have 
been ta the poor.” 

Thoughts like this put forth 
simply and frequently have made 
the 65-year-old nun something of 
a cult figure. A Yugoslav who 
joimed the Loreto nuns in Cal- 
cutta at the age of 18, she left 
the Loreto cloister in 1946 to 
work in the city shims and later 
founded the Missloneries of Char- 
fty religious order. In 1973, she 
won the Templeton Prize for 
“progress in religion” and the 
December 29, 1975, cover of Time 
magazine carried her picture. 

Here at the 41st International 
Sucharistic Congress, Mother Te- 
vesa has to be escorted br guards. 
People throng around her. They 
want to talk to her. touch her. 
Wearing her customary white 
earl edged in blue. she arkwardly 
manages to slip away.

NEW YORK, Aug. 8 (NYT).—

NEW YORE, Aug. 8 OVYT).—The stock market last week mostly 
marked time as an absence of favorable economic news kept many 
investors on the sidelines. At the close of trading on Friday, the 
Dow Jones industrial average was ahead 1.32 points to 986. 

Volume on the New York Stock Exchange, although hit by the 
summer doldrums, managed to reach 32.42 million shares last week 
after totaling 73.27 million shares in the preceding week.

Scott Mereditn is the literary agent who received 2 tele- 
phone cali last winter from Judith Campbell Exner’s lawyer to 
inquire whether Meredith would hawk her tale of her alleged 
relationship with John Εἰ. Kennedy and the Mafia, Meredith 
apreed. He is the man who got his hands on the so-called 
Nixon Jove letters this spring, and he handled Spiro Agnew's 
novel, "The Canfield Decision.” 


$300,000 a Year 


Meredith is one of the most successful Hterary agents in the 
Onited States, handling 7,000 literary properties ἃ year and 
making upwards of $300,000 after taxes, he says. 

Hels also one of the most unorthodox: He introduced the 
auction system; he charges authors a fee to read manuscripts, 
and he advertises. 

Meredith says he had ltile formal schooling. He is an 
author himself, 2 man who never goes to lunch, and a teetotaler 
in a business in which two-martimi hunches are the rule. At

Meredith, who is 52, first ruffled feathers in the book world — 


when, More.than 20 years ago, he introduced the literary 
auction. Under the old system, literary agents offered a book 
to one publisher at a time, Meredith saw a better way. He 
sent out 10 copies of a first novel (he says he can't remember 
title or author) to 10 publishers and gave them a deadline for a 
firm bid. 

That was a bigger gamble than he takes at the crap table. 
All could have ignored the book and left Meredith high and dry. 
Bus they didn’t. They bid, It began a revolution in the art 
of selling books. 

“Everybody clucked their tongues αἱ him at the time and 
sald that they certainly wouldn't do that. Now, they're all 
imitating Meredith,” says Ken McCormick, a senior editorial 
consultant with Doubleday. 

Meredith says that the old system was just too tough on 
aspiring authors.
